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Obscenity mock trial 
highlights values week

A SAC tradition for the past 20 years, Moral and Spiritual 
Values Week will again offer students a chance to “re-evaluate their 
own values.” 

Slated for March 28-April 1, the week will feature a number of 
debates and panel discussions, as well as a mock trial, and will be 
capped off by a basketball game featuring the highly successful 
Athletes-in-Action basketball team. 

“It’s really such a positive thing,” stated English teacher and 
Collegiate Christian Club advisor Gladys Alex. ‘This nation was 
founded on Christian principles, and it’s great to have a time set 
aside to think about the moral values of the country and the spiritual 
values that everyone has.” 

Alex has been a member of the committee which plans Moral and 
Spiritual Values Week for ‘‘at least five years.” Over half of the 
committee, she said,are students. This, according to Alex helps the 
committee to plan what students want to see. 

One of the events planned which has produced a lot of 
anticipation for the participants involved is a mock re-enactment of 
the Larry Flynt /Hustler magazine trial. Communications and 
journalism instructor Terry Bales, who will be playing the defendant 
publisher of ‘‘Bustler” magaine, seemed especially joyous as he 
considered his role. 

“! may come in with a broad on each arm,” he said with a 
potentially evil smile, “and I'll be doing lots of research in the next 
few weeks.” 

Other role players in the trial, which is tentatively scheduled for 
Tuesday of that week in Phillips Hall, will include John Schmitz as 
prosecuting attorney and 12 students as jurors. Also scheduled 
for Tuesday is the movie “Time to Run,” which will be shown at 
2:30. 

Planned for Monday are two debates, ‘‘Once a Gay, Always a Gay 
- Truth or Myth?”, and ‘‘Meditation - Real or Unreal?” 

“Once a Gay, Always a Gay.. .?” is scheduled for 10-11:30 a.m. 
and will feature Bruce Abney, Pastor of the Metropolitan 
Community Church, a gay church moving to Santa Ana, and Roger 
Harrison on the pro side; with ex-gays Jim Kasper and Mike Bussee, 
who are now hot-line counselors, arguing against the gay movement. 

The meditation debate will pit Elliot Miller of the Christian 
Research Institute against an as yet unnamed representative of the 
TM movement. 

Planned for Wednesday is the Christian rock group Airborne, 
which will ptay from 12-1 p.m. 

Thursday will feature panelists from major religious groups in a 
discussion of ‘Why Man Needs My God”, with Friday’s planned 
event being a game between the Athletes-in-Action basketball squad 
and an unnamed opponent, possibly a hand-picked faculty team.

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RSCCD trustee elections set March 8; 
2nd campus and enrollment key issues

RSCCD voters will choose one trustee for Area 
2 and two trustees for Area 3 in the March 8 
election. 

The proposed satellite campus in the Orange 
Canyon area and dropping enrollment figures seem 
to be the key issues in this election. 

Trustee incumbents are Ed Taylor from Area 2 
and John White and Carol Enos in Area 3. 

The present board members have been 
instrumental in keeping the RSCCD tax rate the 
lowest in. the county, providing two adult 
education centers, annexing land for student 
parking, adding proficiency requirements for the 
A.A. degree and most recently, planning for the 
satellite campus. 

In Area 3, Enos and White are seeking to regain 
their seats and are challenged by Dr. Nick Buford, 
educator: George Hamilton, parent, and Bernard 
Wocher, metaphysician. 

Dr. Buford believes he would be an asset to the 
district because of his motivation and his bilingual 
capabilities. 

Presently he serves as chairman of the Orange 
Unified School District’s Intercultural Education 
Commission and is the Multicultural Specialist in 
the OUSD. 

Buford feels he has first-hand knowledge of 
community colleges because he was a part-time 
instructor for six years at Riverside City College. 
He feels he can improve communication between 
the community and_ the community college 
system. 

Although George Hamilton is the only 
candidate without a college degree, he has a 
master’s certificate in management and is chairman 
of the board of government of an Orange County 
Homeowner's Association.

Hamilton says he is running because, “Ttnougnt 
it’s something interesting to get into.” He feels 
anyone with little experience in education can do 
a good job through common sense. 

‘If youre always in education, you look at the 
problems from the same angle. Somebody from 
the outside can say, ‘Wait a minute, do it this way, 
it’s a lot easier.’ ”” 

The third challenger, Bernard Wocher, seeks to 
solve problems through a metaphysical approach. 
He feels this philosophy will be beneficial since in 
metaphysics ‘‘you have to constantly use your 
thinking system to reach the universe. ”’ 

Wocher believes SAC should institute buildings 
to be utilized for central TV broadcasts of lectures 
for home viewing. He argues this would be cheaper 
than building a second campus site in the Orange 
area. 

In Area 2, Taylor, the incumbent echoes the 
sentiments of the other experienced trustees. 

John Lucin, one of Taylor's challengers in Area 
2, feels the board needs new ideas and new people. 
Lucin has served as vice president and treasurer of 
the California Schoo! Employee's Association. 

He would like to study other community 
colleges throughout the nation, finding successful 
programs and applying them to SAC. 

Lucin has made no definite decision about the 
new site and wishes to further study the pros and 
cons. 

“| just think | can do a good job in the 
community,’ he stated. 

Joseph Wilhelm Jr., Taylor’s other opponent, 
has almost completed his master’s degree and is in 
line for a credential in education administration. 
He has a credential in counseling. 

“ive had a lot of training and I'd like the 
opportunity to use that training.’’ he said.

According to Dr. Ronald 
Hirz, Psychiatrist at SAC’s 
Health Center, ‘Statistics are 
very difficult to obtain on this 
kind of assault. Children are 
afraid to tell their parents of a 
molestation for fear of 
punishment and also because the 
molestor might be a_ family 
member or friend...” 

Hirz continued by describing 
a child molester as an 
“emotionally disturbed person, 
male or female, who is lonely 
with poor social skills to meet 
people his or her own age.” 

Because Hirz treats both 
adults and children, he is aware 
of the many problems that the 
molested child encounters. 
“Children tend to feel guilty, 
unnecessarily, and parents 
should try to get the child to 
talk their feelings out. The worst 
possible thing that can be done 
to the molested child_is to-make 
him testify in court.” 

Hirz expressed the 
importance of making children 
feel secure. The more secure a 
child feels, said Hirz, the less 
vulnerable they will be for this 
type of assault. 


But as SAC President John E. 
Johnson summarized it, ‘We feel 
that any person is safe when he 
walks on the Santa Ana College 
campus. This was just an isolated 
incident.”

Board’s failure to vote 
prolongs calendar decision

The RSCCD Board of Trustees took no action regarding the 
1977-78 SAC scholastic calendar at last Monday’s meeting, but this 
surprise ‘“non-move” apparently is not the result of recent faculty 
efforts to influence the final decision. 

SAC Superintendent Dr. John E. Johnson said Tuesday that the 


' delay was due to complications arising from the state laws governing 


education. 

Johnson said that the administration received notice from 
Sacramento that the second census week, which is to be the tenth 
week of the spring semester, must be scheduled to end on or before 
a specified date. 

“The fifteenth of April is the last possible day to have that fall,’’ 
he explained. 

The census week is a device for allocating state funds to 
community colleges on the basis of attendance. The number of 
students present in classes during this period determines the amount 
of state support money SAC will receive. 

This date also marks the last possible time a student may 
withdraw from a course without getting an ‘‘F’’ grade -- a policy 
designed around the state money allocation system. 

The census week rule sent administrators back to the drawing 
table. 

“It seemed to be all lined up,” Johnson lamented, adding that the 
proposed calendar had the crucial week set to end on April 17. 

Conforming to the legal requirements of the California State 
Educational Code is central to the issue. The state dictates that the 
calendar must contain 175 classroom days. The state also sets up 
legal holidays on which public schools must close. 

Within these limits there are still many ways that a legal calendar 
could be arranged, and there is still some question as to what form 
the SAC schedule will ultimately take. 

“I've got about 10 different proposals,’ Johnson said, ‘‘and 
everybody seems to be approaching it from a slightly different area.” 

Dr. Harold Bateman, dean of Admissions and Records, began 
work early this week on what the administration hopes will be the 
final draft. 

It seems that SAC is not the only community college in the area 
having calendar problems. There have been unconfirmed reports that 
nearby Coast and North Orange County districts have also had to 
revise their schedules in light of the census week ruling. 

Bateman said last week that the whole process could become 
easier in the next few years if the state legislature adopts a shorter 
calendar requirement of 160 classroom days, thus eliminating the 
widely despised ‘‘lame duck’’ session after Christmas vacation and 
bringing the semester length of community colleges closer in line 
with those of state colleges and universities. 


Meanwhile, administrators must work within the 175-day limit 
and weather the flak of spirited faculty criticism while trying to 
arrive at a legal and acceptable calendar. 

Johnson professes not to be upset about the criticism. “Input is 
important,” he said, ‘‘because we'd like to get the best calendar we 


or 


can. 


The superintendent said he expected to have a final draft of the 


administration’s proposal by today. The trustees must then approve 
it to make it official.

“1 wanted to be a football player when | was in high school 
but my parents told me about wrestling and | got into it and | 
liked it,” Draper said with a low voice that is in no way typical of 
the stereotyped big mean wrestlers. 

“When | was a freshman in high school | only weighed 103 
pounds and | took third in the league. Then in my sophomore 
and junior years | didn't place. In my senior year | took first but 
later lost in the sectionals of CIF.” 

Without a promising future ahead of him, why then pursue a 
wrestling career in college? ‘Most of my friends were wrestlers 
and | really liked being with them. Then as | started to wrestle 
more they and my parents gave me a lot of encouragement. And, 
of course, | heard about the coach (Frank Addleman) and | found 
out he was one of the best around so | came here.” 

Draper’s toughest competition is likely to come from Eric Wais 
of Cuesta College, a transfer from Cal Poly San Luis Obispo. Wais 
defeated the Don P.E. major earlier in the season while the 
former was still at SLO, but the defeat didn’t affect Draper's 
community college record. 

“That’s the guy I’m after,”’ Draper said. 

As for SAC’s chances at State, Addleman said, ‘Hopefully it 
will be a repeat of our 1970 showing at Bakersfield when we took 
fourth in the state but only had three entries. | think we have the

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Soccer pros after SAC's Al Robiatti

In’ April 1976, Alberto 
Robiatti said he planned to play 
soccer all the time and that if an 
‘opportunity (to play 
professionally) comes up, I’m 
taking it.” : 

Today, that opportunity is 
here. Robiatti, the South Coast 


Conference MVP and SAC'’s 


leading scorer last fall has the 
chance to make his childhood 
dream come true as he is a 
highly regarded prospect of the 
newly f ormed California 
Sunshine soccer team of the 
American Soccer League. 

Robiatti, however, is faced 
with a predicament. On one side 
of the problem is his education. 
If he should qualify for the 
Santa Ana-based Sunshine team 
and sign, he would automatically 
lose his collegiate eligibility. 
Robiatti is afraid of this because, 
as he says, ‘’Here is where | have 
my future. | can later go to a 
university on a scholarship or 
something. The pro team will 
always be there.” 

At the other end of his 
troubles are the money and the 
pleasure he’s likely to get out of 
playing. “The money is what 
gets my attention. And that, 
too, can mark my future,” he 
mentions affirmably. As for the 
world’s number one sport, 
Robiatti feels ‘soccer is mine.” 

“Alberto’s position is a little 
shaky,” realizes Sunshine coach 
Derek Lawther. “If he plays 
professional he cannot play 
college soccer again. Alberto is a 
very good potential, but | don’t 
know whether I'll sign him or 
not because the American 
Soccer League doesn’t want to 
interfere with a college player’s 
education.” 

Lawther, born in Ireland and 
now living in Fountain Valley, is 
not only faced with the problem 
of selecting a _ representative 
team, but with the ethical issue 
Robiatti presents.

Then he won’t have the 
opportunity to return to play 
soccer in college because he 
won't be able to,” the one-time 
U.S. Olympic coach emphasizes. 

“If we do sign Alberto, we 
would have something in the 
contract that would call for him 
to continue his education,” the 


coach declares. 
Robiatti, a 20-year-old 


forward from Rosario, 
Argentina, is in his fourth 
semester at SAC but has one 
season of eligibility left. The

Dons finished second in 
California last season, and the 
versatile Orange resident was one 
of the team’s strong points. 

The loud, predominantly 
Spanish-speaking soccer whiz is 
the first to reveal his incessant 
desire to continue the soccer 
career he started as a 7-year-old 
in his native country. 

“| know the coach likes the 
way | play. So it’s going to be up 
to me to decide what to do. | 
spoke with my dad and he told 
me to do whatever! thought was 
better for me. 

“And then again, the coach 
kinda doesn’t want me to play 
pro because he wants me to stay 
in school. He'll probably help 
coach at SAC next fall and 
that'll be good for us.” 

Lawther envisions the 
opportunity to continue his 
community work by _ helping 
SAC coach Dan Goldmann. 

“Dan and | are talking about 
it. | should be able to do it by 
next fall. We haven't signed 
anything, but I’d sure love to 
work with the kids. I’ve met 
them before and they‘re very 
nice,” Lawther enthuses. 

Robiatti, once a 
temper mental player, has 
changed his attitude and_is.now 
praised for his intelligence and 
game knowledge. 

“He's quite mature now. He’s 
not too emotional anymore,” 
says Goldmann. ‘‘He finally 
learned that it’s the referee who 
rules and that when someone 
shoves or pushes, it’s a foul only 
if he sees it.” 

Goldmann, too, is hoping 
Robiatti can find a satisfactory 
answer to his dilemma. ‘‘I like to 
see him succeed. To me, he can 
make it. But then, it’s all up to 
him.” 

Success -- it’s a kick away in 
Robiatti’s life. The next couple 
of weeks are going to be full of 
pressure; then, by mid-March, 
Lawther, the Sunshine and 
Robiatti, the soccer phenom 
from Argentina, will know how 
he is to spend his summer. 
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
